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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowable. 

3. Claims 6-8 and 12-15 have been rejoined. 

4. Applicant's amendments and arguments are satisfactory for overcoming 
the claim objection, the section 103 rejection over Hamamura and the 
section 103 rejection over Chen in view of Hamamura of the Office Action 
mailed on 27 September 2007. Therefore these objections and rejections 
are withdrawn. 

5. The section 103 rejections over Hamamura and over Chen in view of 
Hamamura are overcome for the reasons set forth by applicant and for the 
reason that the platinum layer of Hamamura would not be expected to 
function as a noble metal diffusion barrier in view of its nanometer scale 
thickness as compared to the micron scale thickness contemplated by 
applicant for applicant's noble metal diffusion barrier. 

6. The reviewed prior art does not teach or suggest the subject matter of 
Claims 1-15. Particularly, the reviewed prior art does not teach or suggest 
the claimed SmCoCuFeT magnetic alloy substrate coated with a noble 
metal diffusion barrier comprising Pt, in combination with the other claimed 
limitations, and does not teach or suggest the claimed methods related to 
these structures.
